THIRD ANNUAL REPORT MADE.

TWO OFFICIAL LETTERS.

WASHINGTON, J 7.—in his let- 
ter transmitting the report and indors- 
ing Secretary Reot's piea, the Presi- 
dent says: 

“I call your special attention to the 
recommendations contained in this let- 
ter of the Secretary of War. I most 
earnestly feel that the enactment of 
the measures already pending in your 
body for the betterment of the Philip- 
pine Islands is imperatively demanded 
by the situation in those islands and 
serious ca.amity may come from fall- 
ure to enact them. Furthermore, I. 
with equal earnestness, ask your at- 
tention to the recommendations of the 
Secretary of War in the accompanying 
letter and urge its adoption, so that

the latter. Our forests are our great 
nat@ra!l reservoirs. Where the moun- 
tain sides are clothed with abundarit 
forests, which delay the run-off of the 
winter rains, the need for artificiat 
reservoirs is not great. It is lame. 
too, that the amount of our annua! 
rainfall has steadily diminished as our 
mountains have been denuded of their 
forests. 

If, In a country as moiet as Ger- 
many, the preservation of the forests is 
deemed so important that their owner- 
ship cannot be trusted to private in- 
terests, and their management is one 
of the most important concerns of the 
government, how much more important 
is it for this State. by averting the 
danger of destruction of its forests, tv 
eave iteelf from such a 
overtaken Spain and other semi-arid 
countries of the Old World! 

Our national government seeing this 
great peril imminent, has created 
series of reserves which will 
protect forever the headwaters of nu- 
merous streams flowing into the San 
Joaquin and other valleys. But there 
are millions of acres of timber lying 
outside the forest reverves. Recently: 
the title to these lands hus been pass 


ing from the govertiment of the United 
States to private parties with a rapid- 
ity which has excited justifiable alarm. 
One great manufacturing corporation 
hes acquired no less than 40.000 acres. 
A single enterprising speculator who 
has been engaged for several years in 
buying out smaller owners and thie 
makers of original entries, is credited 
with controlling no less than 1,000,000 
acres. @everal other investors are 
each currently reported to have ac- 
quired from 20,000 to 100,000 acres. 
The methods by which these great 
tracts of timber land have been trans- 
frred to private owners are discussed 
in the last annual report of Secretary 
of the Interior Hitchcock. He charges 
chat a system of making wholesale en- 
tries in the names of sons who are

also a difficult undertaking, because it 
involves numerous egal and economic 
problems. These, however, should not 
discourage attempts at reform, bu 
should only Incite to greater efforts to 
accomplish results which would be se 
greatiy beneficial and to which mem- 
bers of the Legislature, as weil as the 
executive officers, stand pledged. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Education is the greatest interest 
with the care of which the State stands 
charged. Fully one-half of the reve- 
nues raised by the Sate government is 
expended tor education in one form 0 
another: and in this California is 
merely yielding to the strongly marked 
tendency in all governments, which, 
where they once nely gave « 
small pittance for the education of the 
people, are now content to see it be- 
come one of the tarmest of the State 
and lecal and. even national expend- 
tures. New State, counting State 
and local outinys, spends $30,000,000 
annually * pubhe schools; and Cal- 
ifornia, with a record of more than §7,- 
000,008 a year is, in p u to popu- 
lation, equally The cost of our 
pubuc scacols is net far from 
every man, woman and child in Cal- 
fornia: but the object is recognized a» 
a noble one, and no taxes are pala 
more cheerfully. 

In there matters California is, where 
she belongs, in the front rank of prog- 
ress. Proportionately, she expends as 
much for her common sc hoo as any of 
the States in the unton; „ it there 
be exceptions, they are but two or 
three in number. in results obtained, 
aleo, we have reason for satisfaction, 
even if not cause for exultation. Bat 
excellence in these matters is marked 
by an advancing standard, and Cail- 
fornia cannot atford to rest upon the 
record of what she has accomplished. 
Already several of the Western States 
surpass us in the percentage of children 
who attend echool, and it will not do 
to be further outstripped in this com- 
petition. 

The welfare and the perpetuity of the 
State demand that each and every one 


of ite citizens should be educated and 


intelligent. The pubile schools are kept 
up tor that purpose. And the Biate | 
should insist upon its right to have 


every child within its borders obtain 
at least some education. And Calhfor- 
nia should be eshamed that 80 large a 
proportion of her children do het go te 
echool at all.

Transportation seeks the cheapest 
routes, and ocean commerce concen- 
trates in the ports where cargoes can 
be most economically loaded and dis- 
charged. California's seaports have 
strong competitors in the north; and, 
in order to hold the prefitabie business 
we already enjoy and to command as 
much as possible of the new commerce 
of the Pacific Ocean, it is necessary to 
make the most of the opportunities 
ofiered by the harbor of San Francteco, 
and also of other harbors on which the 
State controls water frontages.

cAnswers of the Peters in the

Banks Will cAdvance Money

CARACAS, Jan. 7.—{By South Amer- 
ican Cable.] The answers of the pow- 
ers to President Castro's last proposal 
relative to arbitration were delivered 
to President Castro this afternoon by 
United States Minister Bowen. A 
meeting of the Cabinet was also called 
to consider these communications. It 
is expected that the answers in be 
handed to Minister Bowen tonight, and 
be forwarded by him at once to Wash- 
ington. 

It has been learned from an author!i- 
tative source that the auswers of the 
powers delivered by Mr. Bowen his 

rnoon have created a feeling of de- 
pression in Venezuelan government 
circles. Reports are current in Caracas 
tonight concerning Castro's answers to 
the communications of the powers, but 
none of them is reliable. It can be said 
upon good authority that Mr. Bowen 
does not expect to receive the Vene- 
zsuelan answer before tomorrow. 

The Bank of Venezuela and the Bank 
of Caracas have agreed to advance to 
Président Castro money wherewith to 
pay the Venesuélan troops during 
blockade period. 

ITALY’S ANSWER RECEIVED.

WASHINGTON, Jan. i.—Through 
the United States embassy at Rome, 
the State Department today received 
the answer of the Itallan government 
to President Castro's proposition, and 
as was the case with the British and 
German powers, Secretary Hay has 
forwarded it to Minister Bowen at 
Caracas for submiesion to President 
Castro. It is stated that the Italian note 
is on lines similar to the British and 
German notes. 

TREAT OUT OF COURT.

port of the City Health Officer. It 
shows that, during 1902, there were 
2290 deaths in Los Angeles from all 
causer, © about 300 more than in 
1901. The death rate per thourand 
inhabitants is shown to have been a 
trifle lets than 17—16.9¢—which is not 
regarded as exceptionally high. when 
two factors are taken into considera- 
tion, namely, the large number of 
luvalids who come into this city in 
advanced stages of diseaze, and the 
prosehce within the city limits of the 
County Horpital. 

Additional light is cast upon this 
phate of the report by the nativity 
of the 2290 persons who died during 
the year. Of these only 248 were na- 
tives of Los Angeles, and on 
522 were natives of the Pacific Cast. 
Again, tuberculosis claimed 484 vie- 
tims during the year, and of these 
366 had lived here lers than ten years 
—212, or almost half of them, less 
than a yer. Deéducting theme re- 
eently-arrived invalids, and those wha 
came to the County Hospital to die, 
the death rate of Los Angeles city 
would be very mateflaliy reduced 
from the published figures. This fact 
must be teken into consideration;

Bounty on Rats Recommended as 
the Starter of a General 
Cleaning Campaign. 


At the outset of its official career 
last night, the City Board of Health 
bravely took up the long-avolded bu- 
bonic plagve jeopardy and inaugurated 
a precautionary campaign for the pres. 
ervation of the present cleanliness of 
Los Angeles. 

In the course of a comprehensive 
and thoughtful discussion of the whole 
bubonic plague question, as it affects 
this city and Coast, Gath of the six 
physicians present declared his post- 
tive conviction that the dread lady 
now exists in San “Francisco, that 
all evidence tends to the bel that 
the scourge ravaging Northern Mezico 
has been rightly diagnoted as the bu- 
bonic plague. In the presence of such 
peril on two sides the members of 
the board decided there was but one 
course in accord with their sworn duty 
to the public, and that to recognize 
and combat the danger. 

In the discussion, the policy of de- 
nial of facts, as exemplified in the ex- 
piring edict of Gov. Gage on Tuesday, 
came in for general condemnation. in 
fact, Drs. ltchoock, Beckett and 
Salisbury declared their belles that the 
ruppression of the truth and the inac- 
tion in San Frencitco are to be charged 
with the injury done this Coast by the 
bed ‘the. scarce. They said that 


the northern and State officials 
itted the plain truth, and pro- 
ceeded with proper measures for segre- 
gation and eradication, the disease 
would have been wiped out and the 
fears of the people pasred ere this.

IT HAPPENED..

“I was standing on the Spring-street 
side of the excavation.” said he yes- 
terday. talking to a young man about 
the proposed building. We had said 
but a few words, comparatively, when 
Iynoticed that a high bank of dirt at 
the south end of brick wall was 
beginning to cave in.

Burton, the 
negro, was killed and the other two 
employés more or less seriously in- 
jured. Smith escaped by running 
when he saw the wall caving in. 
asked to describe the ‘acci- 
dent, Smith did so as follows: 
WHAT SMITH SAYS. 

“I was standing about the center of 
the wall when the accident happened. 
in the southeast corner of the main 
excavation there had been another one 
made for the baller-room of the new 
building. This second excavation was 
forty feet north and south, twenty 
feet wide and four feet deep. In the 
northeast corner of this hole we were 
putting in a cement foundation for 
one of the piers of the bullditig. There 
were three men working with me, W. 
Stewart and J. Schroeder, both white 
men, ana Charlies Burton, & colered 
man, ali of them good men, who had 
worked for Mr. Leonardt many months. 
I happened to look toward the south 
end of the brick wall and just then 
heard a rumbling sound.

A squad of policemen guarded the 
block of street all day yesterday to 
prevent the laying of the third rail. 

A clever piece of construction work 
is to be observed at the junction of 
First and Los Angeles streets. A curve 
was carefully taid from the broad- 
gauge track on Leé Angeles street to 
track on First 
street, and wires strung overhead as 
though cars wege apt to run around 
there any time. An unobservant per- 
son would never notice that the ralls 
have been carefuly spread. fo that 
perfect connections are made at each 
end. It would be manifestly impossi- 
ble to run a Car over a curve that be- 
gan as a narrow gauge and ended as 
a broad gauge. but the Pacific Elec- 
tric Company went io all the trouble 
and expense of putting in the curve, 
just the same. Now the curved rails 
are being taken out and an extension 
of the groad-gauge track either west 
on First street or south on Los An- 
geles street will doubtless be at- 
tempted. 

Two ordinances—at least two—have 
been issued in times past. which gave 
the grantee. his successors and as 
signs the right to run cars over Los 
Angeles street from First to Seventh 
street. The first one was issued in 
January, 1886. and is contained in or- 
dinance No. 210. The grant was made 
to Charies T. Howland. It covered the 
following route: On Los Angeles and 
Carlisle streets from the Plaza to the 
southern city boundary: on Seventh 
street. from [earl ‘(now Figueroa) 
strect to the castern city limits: on 
Pico street from Los Angeles to the 
west city limits: on Adams street from 
Los Angeles to the west boundary. 

The Council wasn't a bit backward 
in giving out franchise in those days. 

All that was reaviréd of the grantee 
was that he should build the road with 
steel or iron rails. After he had built 
it it did not seem to matter whether 
he ran anz; cars or not. 

In fact. a portion ot the. proposed 
‘system was buoillt within fhe three- 
year limit, and until a few years ago 
the Maple-avenue line of cars operated 
over Angeles street from Third 
street to the Plaga.
